BEINOINO BACK THE OLD SHOWS

tell, ua that revival, of old-time music shows 
are becoming increasingly popular these days. A 
season or two ago the Gilbert and Sullivan operetta, 
drew packed houses. And still more recently some 
producer revived “The Merry Widow." and profited 
thereby. Now ‘‘The Chocolate Soldier" is being 
played, and the Broadway crowd, seem to like it 
immensely. 

All of this, for some reawn, remind, one just 
a little bit of Henry Ford’s passion for restoring build¬ 
ings, villages and furniture of a century or more ago. 
The motor king—who probably did as much as any¬ 
one to make complete the gap between the prerent 
and the slow-moving, picturesque past—seems to have 
been assailed by the same emotion that bat overtaken 
New York', theatre patrons; a rather wistful longing 
for a part that will not come back, a feeling that the 
modem era somehow lack, wmething that it is good 
to have. 

The theatre, then, wa, “fraught with romance” 
hs real truth. It could be flip and sly on occasion, 
of courre; but the old fnoonlight-and-honeysuckle, 
tinrel-and-stardust recipe wa, its staple, and the 
patron, who thrived on it could feel that the romance 
that came acrow the footlights wa, not w terribly 
far removed from real life, after all. 

To-day things are different. Our highest-priced 
music show stars are. not infcffably handsome, tenors 
any more; they are downs, in black-face or ]jn the 
guise of leering boulevardiers. Instead of trying to 
transport u, into • magic land of beautiful princesses 
and gallant young officer, they tease us with so-called 
jokes. They try to evoke guffaw, in place of dreams. 

To be sure, the change wa, inevitable, and prob¬ 
ably we are better for it. The Graustarkian, Prince- 
of-P3ren era was bared on a profound mistake, and 
it dissolved quickly in the lyddite fumes along the 
western front in 1914. But because that era lent 
itself to romantic dreams of that kind, we of to-day 
—who have lost most of our dream,, and foal the 
lost badly—look back, and listen to the old tune, 
and enjoy the old adventures, and wish we could get 
them back. 

A BRITISH TRIUMPH 

"V - 

A lthough the withdrawal of 

the French and Italian entries from thi, year', 
Schneider trophy contest robbed the event of some 
of it, interest, the result affords ample compensation, 
and it one on which the designer, of the machine and 
engine, a, well a, the pilot, of the high speed flight 
of the Royal Air Force, may feel jurtly proud. 

It will be recalled that on Sunday, September 13, 
Flight-Lieut. J. N- Boothman covered seven lap, of 
the courre at an average speed of 340.08 miles per 
hour, flying a Vickers Supermarine S.6.B monoplane. 
No. S. 1595, fitted with a Rolls-Royce engine. For 
purposes of comparison it may be of interest to men¬ 
tion that, on the previous occasion, in 1929, the con¬ 
test wa, won by a Supermarine Rolls-Royce S.6 
machine, piloted by the late Flying Officer H. R. D. 
Waghorn at an average speed of 328.63 m.p.h., 
while in the 1927 contert the speed attained wa, 
281.656 m.p-h.. the winning machine being a Super- 
marine-Napier S.5. piloted by Flight.-Lieut. S. N. 
Webster. After the Schneider trophy contert last 
month. Flight-Lieut G. H. Stainforth, flying a simi¬ 
lar machine. No. S. 1596, broke the world', speed 
record for a three-kilometre straight coune, with a 
mean speed for four consecutive runs of 379.05 
m-p.h. Then soon afterward he reached the high mark 


of 415 mile, an hour, shattering all record, to 
smithereens. Previously. this record stood at 357.7 
m.p.h.. and was ret up by Squadron Leader A. H. 
Orlebar. in a Supermarine Rolls-Royce S.6 seaplane, 
at Calshot, in September. 1929. 

Since, presumably, there will be no further con¬ 
test, for the Schneider trophy, it may be of interert to 
recall again that the firrt contest took place jn 1913, 
and was won by France, with a Deperdussian sea¬ 
plane, fitted with a 160-h.p. Gnome engine, the speed 
attained being only 45.75 m.p.h. Since then there 
have been eleven contests, one of which was declared 
void, and of the remainder, five have been won by 
Great Britain, three by Italy, and two by the United 
State,. The speeds attained in the firrt and in the 
last three contests have been given above, and for 

those held in 1914, 1920, 1921, 1922. 1923, 1925, 
and 1926, the speed, in mile, per hour, were 86.8, 
107.0. 111.0, 145.7. 177.38, 232.57 and 
246.496, respectively. 

There results, not forgetting Stamforth'a new 
record of 415 miles per hour, constitute a notable 
chapter of progress, and the efforts made to achieve 
them can hardly have failed to have a beneficial in¬ 
fluence on the design of aircraft for normal purposes, 
since high speed, provided it can be attained with 
safety and efficiency, is the main attribute of aviation. 

SIR HENRY AND THE BANKS 

N ot the least important part 

of the speech Sir Henry Thornton delivered in 
Vancouver on Tuesday was his reference to the banks 
of Canada. He reminded his audience that since the 
summer of 1929—the beginning of the period of de¬ 
clining business—not a single bank in this country 
had closed its doors. While the C.N.R. president 
had no particular liking for drawing comparisons 
from thq misfortunes of others, in his opinion it wa, 
a striking fact that in the United States, admittedly 
the most opulent nation in the world, there had been 
approximately 2.400 bank closure, during the period 
to which he had reference: and these involved deposits 
amounting to 81,479,000.000. It will be under¬ 
stood. of course, that not all of thi, sum will be lost 
by any means; there will at least be some degree of 
salvage. "But the comparison point, vividly to the 
solvency and strength of Canadian banks and their 
ability to weather such a storm as we are at present 
encountering," Sir Henry observed, pointing out also 
that while the banking system, of the two countries 
differed from one another, that did not alter the 
deductions to be drawn from what he had said. He 
further emphasized his remarks on this subject a, 
follows: 

Balng, amongst other things, a hank dlrectee. 

X know something about the banks of Canada ana. 
Idle and malicious goaslp to the oontrary notwith¬ 
standing. I state emphatically that all of the banks 
of Canada are sound, solvent and In a position to 
meet fully thetr obligations. Their fundamental 
soundness la one of the bright spots of our Cans- 
dlan situation. 

Ip respect of tfade spd commerce. Sir Henry 
remarked, it wot interesting to note thnt within tha 
Iwo-ycar period under review commercial failures in 
the United States had involved 54,182 concerns, 
with liabilities aggregating $1,350,000,000, as com¬ 
pared with failures in Canada of 4,654 concern, with 
liabilities of only $83,700,000. Certainly there 
facts speak with emphasis as to our financial and 
commercial solvency. 

Even the confirmed pessimist i, bound to admit 
that we in Canada are better off than the people in 
many other countries—and Canada will return to a 
normal condition quicker than other nations. The 
chief aim of our economic expert, and industrial 
leaders in the next few month, should be the dis¬ 
covery of an effective mean, of guarding against 
another speculative orgy such as that which came to 
an end two years ago. If what has happened in the 
meantime shall eventually be productive of the proper 
kind of sobering-up, the pain, of “the morning after"

National Oallery. This famous work of Raphael, painted 
by the master In 1600 or 1607 for the Ansldel family of 
Perugia ae an altar-piece for the church of St. Plorwnso, 
hae been classed among the finest achievements of this 
period of the artist's career. Bought from the Duke of 
Marlborough In 1894 for 9360.000, the picture has been 
regarded ae one of the treasures of the gallery, where 
lte beauty of color and Jewal-ltke finish were much 
dwelt upon. For In respect of color It Is well preserved. 

But for years, it appears, there have been evidence 
of cracks In the panel on which the picture was painted. 
They appeared In two lines, one on each aide of the 
-Virgin's throne. Now new cracks are showing elsewhere 
In the painting—on the leg of John the Baptist and 
even on the face of the Madonna. Henoe there Is alarm 
and In some quartsr« thsre Is aald to be doubt that 
progress of the damage can be stayed.

Atop the highest spire of tne Mor¬ 
mon Temple et Salt Lake City. Utah,' 
stands a statue of the angel.

Few people 
know what the angel means. 

But she looks down benignly on tbe 
Temple, which was forty years in the 
building. It was started In 1883 by 
the faithful who had crossed the plains 
and faced countless hardships and. 
who sought their own beautiful plsoe 1 
of worship. 

Construction was carried on through 
the years, and In 1883 the Temple wae 
declared completed. There was great I 
rejoicing. 

It la estimated that the structure 
cost $4,000,000. 

It is built of grey granite. Its walls 
are said to be six feet thick. Bach eno 
of the building Is surmounted by lofty 
spires.

SPORT IS ENCOURAGED 

To encourage the sport, special 
•corridas" are organised In public 
squares in small towns for children. A 
calf is provided and grownups alt in 
the "gallery*' cheering the boys on. A 
small white ribbon is firmly glued to 
the upper neck of the animal. No 
weapons are used, but the trick la to 
snatch this ribbon off with the fingers. 
The boy who gets it is the winner. 

Using their coats to confuse the 
animal and draw it on, the boya go 
through all the steps of the bull-ring. 
Often money prizes are offered, varying 
according to the slae of the animal and 
the fight It puts up. Boys from six to 
fourteen can take part in the "corrida" 
by paying a competitor's fee of what 
amounts to a few pennies, and they 
stand to win a couple of dollars. 

The popularity of these “corridas" 
for youngsters is such that they are 
often held after supper in summer 
months. Just as a few innings might 
be played before dark at home. In 
almost evefy village the names of the 
most efficient boy “bull-fighters" are 
on the Ups of parents and school 
teachers. They are the village heroes 
who show promise of winning fame 
and fortune when they grow up.

By PROF. W. T. ALLISON 

N OT LONG ago 1 went to a lecture on Einstein. 

The speaker consumed all of his time in re¬ 
citing the facte about the famous mathematician's 
life and retailing anecdotes to show his humanity. 


pswtolon. where every life has color and bright 
movement and where a primitive society seems, 
on the whole, to have quite as much happiness as 
we have, if not n little bit more. 

It makes Instructive reading. Also, it Is apt 
to ast one thinking—to eet one wondering just 
how much better off we are. for all our brave 
show, than the despised and lowly greaser In his 
adobe hut below the Rio Grande. 

Such thoughts, of course, are treasonable. Be¬ 
sides. they are not useful. Like It or not. we are 
committed to the kind of civilisation we have, 
and sighing for the simplicities of an ancient 
culture will not help us any. But It may maks 
us a little readier to question soma of ths oer- 
taintlee of this industrial e ra - -a n d that, at any 
rats, would be clear gain. 

On top of all this. ’'Mexico" Is Intensely Inter¬ 
esting for Its own asks, regardless of sociological 
comparisons. 


Then he sat down without saying a word In ex¬ 
position of the theory of relativity. I suppose he 
felt that it was a task that wa# beyond him or a 
subject so subtle that his audlenoe would not be 
able to follow a discussion of it. even If its pres¬ 
entation were made as non-technlcal as possible. 
However, what I missed that evening is now in 
my hands, a book entitled “The Universe, from 
Crystal Spheres to Relativity." by Dr. Prank Allen, 
professor of physics In the University of Mani¬ 
toba (Harcourt. Brace St Company, Naw York). 
My friend and colleague. Dr. Allen, has s positive 
genius for making cloudy subjects clear, tor 
popularizing the vague, the abstruse, the pro¬ 
found. Three years ago he gave such an excellent 
lecture on the relativity theory to a general 
audience in Winnipeg that some of his friends 
urged him to expand It and present It to the 
public in book form. Hence the appearance of 
this volume. 

CBYSTAL SPHERES AND TIIE1B MUSIC 

In this book Professor Allsn approaches Bln- 
stein by shaking hands, as it were, with the uni¬ 
verse speculators behind him. He begins with 
Pythagoras, that old Oreek philosopher who lived 
between 670 and 604 B.C.. and who picked up in 
his travels In Egypt and Chaldea the idea that 
the earth was not flat and stationary, but was 
spherical In shape and Journeyed round the tun. 
How ths ancients .rose to this profound concep¬ 
tion w« know not; It is to my mind one of the 
most wonderful things In the history of mankind, 
this reach Into the Infinite. But this truth so 
miraculously captured by some ancient philos¬ 
opher. and accepted by Pythagoras, Aristotle and 
Aristarchus, became, after three centuries of 
acquiescence, repugnant to the Oreek mind, and 
the primeval Idea that the aun and his planets 
revolved round the earth once more became the 
orthodox teaching of the schools. About 130 AD„ 
Ptolmey of Alexandria wrote a book on astronomy 
in which be described the earth as surrounded 
by a number of crystal spheres in which the 
moon, sun, five planets and ths fixed stars looked 
down upon the earth, and as thsy rolled around 
her discoursed sweet music In which the moon 
sangbess and the sun tenor. And this geocentric 
or Ptotemalo system of astronomy ruled the hu- 


Adam to the present. If this possibility became 
realised we could then receive our supply of fuel 
by mall. Let us fervently hope that should the 
inexhaustible supplies of proper energy residing 
equally <tn all kinds of matter, as wall as In coal, 
become available, the means of control may also 
be discovered. For If all the energy hidden In one 
pound of matter were to be released at one*, the 
experimenter, his laboratory, and even his city 
would forthwith be swept to destruction." 

NEVER THE SAME TIME OB THE SAME 
SPOT LN SPACE AOAIN 

If Einstein plays bob with old Father Time, 
he plays ducks and drakes with space. Tims and 
space are really reduced to mere shadows and 
"only a kind of union of both la to retain Inde¬ 
pendence." In the naw relativity world of four 
dimensions, three of them comprise space and 
one time, and the four may up "four-dimensional 
space-time continuum." Now this "space-time 
continuum phrase, which is used so often In rela¬ 
tivity books, has been too abstruse for me to see 
through, but It Is assy to understand when Pro- 
feeeor Allen calls to our aid on# of his Illustra¬ 
tions which implies that the earth la traveling 
around the sun at the tidy pace of 68.880 miles 
an hour. And the sun. by his power of attraction, 
!• bearing our earth and his other planets with 
him on a Journsy through space (which has never 
been charted) millions of miles every year. That 
la why we cannot return to the earns place In 
■pace as we do to our home or office. We think 
It Is Just about where we left it In the morning, 
but this la one of those little Illusions which we 
cherish. ”1 may make an appointment." say* Pro¬ 
fessor Allen, “to meet a person In a certain office 
on the tenth floor of a building on the corner of 
two intersecting streets.

TfTXLLA CATHER has written a beautiful in- 
W terpretatlon of one of the earliest chapters 
in Canadian history, writes Prof. W. T. Allison. 
' Shadows on tha Bock ’ U a novel of old Quebec. 
Buclide Auclalr came out with the Comte de 
Frontsnac as the latter’s physician and became 
apothecary to the little community which clung 
to the slopes of Cap Diamant and formed the 
capital of New France In the seventeenth century. 
When Madame Auclalr died. Cecils succeeded to 
the duties of her father's menage and Miss 
Gather's novel relates the vicissitudes of Ceclle’a 
life in Quebec before she settled down in the 
Upper Town as the mother of her four "young 
Canadians." Ths book Is interesting throughout 
far Its tales of Quebec In the days whan the 
colony was left In the cold for nine months in 
the year during which no ships came from France, 
and the nearest settlement was Montreal, Itself 
smaller and more helpless. 


It was Copernicus, a Polish monk who studied 
mathematics in Italy, who reintroduced to 
scholars the theory which Pythagoras taught. 
Copernicus wrote a book which was published In 
1643. the year of his death, and this volume 
caused a great atlr In Europe, but so Ingrained 
was the old idea of the earth being the centre of 
things that It was not until the middle of the 
seventeenth century that ths teaching of Co¬ 
pernicus was adopted generally. The discoveries 
of Kepler and Galileo prepared the way for New¬ 
ton. who was born, strange to say. In 1727, ths 
same year In which the persecuted Oallleo died. 
Professor Allen calls Newton "the master mind 
of the race" and gives an Interesting resums of 
hie leading discoveries, his comments upon New¬ 
ton's law of gravitation being particularly illum¬ 
inating. 

NEWTON’S SUCCESSOR IS EINSTEIN 

It was long supposed that Newton had placed 
the laws governing the universe upon foundations 
that could never be moved. Writing in praise of 
Newton in 1830, Herschell declared that "tha 
efforts of a single mind sufficed for the estab¬ 
lishment of the system of the universe on a basis 
never to be shaken." But It Is never safe to be 
dogmatic, for as Dr. Allen points out. "To our 
generation has been accorded the high privilege 
of acclaiming a regal successor to the sovereignty 
of Newton in the person of Albert Einstein, and a 
new conception of the universe in his theory of 
relativity." 

GO FAST ENOUGH AND TIME CEASES TO BE 
It Is not my purpose to enumerate the chief 
points of the theory of relativity which' Professor 
Allen eo ably elucidates In this volume. It would 
be an unfriendly act for me to pass on his lead¬ 
ing brain-waves free gratis to the reader. As an 
Instance of the quality of his book, however. I 
may be pardoned for quoting what he has to say 
about proper and transitory time. "Proper” time 
Is that which Is measured by a clock at rest oh 
the earth; "translatory" time Is that which Is 
measured by a clock whlth Is not at rest but 
carried on a moving object, say a train or a star. 
Professor Allen asserts that Einstein has proved 
as a mathematical certainty that seconds of time 
measured by a clock at rest have a shorter dura¬ 
tion than those measured by tha clock when it Is 
in translatory motion. This Einstein teaching Dr. 
Allen proceeds to illustrate In this fashion: "If a 
dock has a* velocity of one mile per rttnutr. the 
duration of its translatory second will be In¬ 
creased to 1.000.000.000,000 4 proper second. At 
the velocity of 131,000 miles per second the 
translatory seconds will be two proper seconds in 
duration. Whan the velocity of the dock be¬ 
comes 188.000 miles per second, each translatory 
second will be equivalent to fifteen proper seconds 
of ths clock at rest. At the velocity of light, 
which Is the limiting or the greatest possible 
velocity of the clock, a single translatory second 
will last forever. In a world traveling with tha 
velocity of light, all time measurements alike 
would be infinitely long, a second would become 
•tgrnlty. and relative terms such as minute, hour 
and day would be meaningless. In such a world 
duration would no longer possess significance. 
Time, indeed, would be no more.’’ 

RECEIVE YOUR FUBL SUPPLY BY MAIL 

The principle of relativity la about as revolu¬ 
tionary in dealing with matter and energy ae In 
lte astounding revelations about time, Some of 
Dt. Allen’s most interesting pages discuss tbs con¬ 
solidation of these hitherto separate quantities. 
He admits that up to ths present science has not 
been able to release the "proper energy" of mat¬ 
ter. Long before Einstein came over the horizon, 
everyone knew that In burning coal a lot of lte 
energy escaped without doing any service. Writ¬ 
ing on this topic. Dr Allen casts forward his 
prophetic eye to a more economical era. "Several 
thousand tone of ooal must bs burned.” he say*, 
"in order to obtain sufficient energy to drive s 
grist steamer across ths Atlantic. 8hould aome 
method be devised whereby proper energy could 
be released, which at present cannot be done and, 
indeed, seems quite beyond the range of possi¬ 
bility. tha amount contained in a pound of coal 
would easily suffice to propel across the ooean 
the greatest liner ever buUt. A single ounce of 
coal, by uslngnts proper energy, would have been 
sufficient to beet a residence from the time of

GLASS HOUSES COMING, SAYS GIRL ARCHITECT 


T>EOPLK who live In glass houses will 
X be no more exceptional than those 
whose dwellings are brick, stone or 
wood ten or fifteen years from now. 
according to Margaret V. Van PeU. 
young architect. 

They will not throw stones, but 
neither will they find their glass homes 
insecure. 

Miss Van Pelt, twenty-six. and free 
to admit It, has Just become a member 
Cf a long-established New York firm 
of architects. A graduate of Vaaaar, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and prise winner ln a competition con¬ 
ducted by the American Institute of 
Architects, she has returned to work 
in her New York office after a year 
studying trends ln architecture in 
Europe. 

“The Oermans are building glass 
houses already." she explained. "X saw 
several of them. Of course the glass 
has to be of the strongest sort. They, 
•ra using glass also to decorate In¬ 
teriors. Sometimes It is transparent 
and sometimes black. 

"Glass, metal and strong color con¬ 
trasts ln decorating exteriors are the 
newest notes ln building dsslgn in 
Oermany. The tendency toward geo¬ 
metric effects is even more marked 
than in our A m er i c an skyscrapers. City 


blocks ln which pink, blue, beige and 
mauve colored houses stand side by 
side are being erected." 

All these novelties. Miss Van Pelt be¬ 
lieves. will find their way across the 
ocean to the United States. That la 
one of the reasons she finds architec¬ 
ture such an exciting, thoroughly ab¬ 
sorbing profession. 

A descendant of Dutch pioneers who 
came to America In 1900, Miss Van 
Pelt has dons some pioneering on her 
own. 

PROVED WORTH AS ARCHITECT 

She turned her back on a life of 
social frivolity, enrolled for classes ln 
mathematics and engineering while her 
friends were attending tea dances at 
the Rltz, and proceeded to prove to her 
father that ahe oould become an archi¬ 
tect. 

"My first Job." she says, “was design¬ 
ing a park bench. It really wks not so 
simple as It sounds. The bench woe to 
be a memorial to Andrew Hose well 
Oreen, founder of ‘Orester New York,' 
and It stands now in Central Park near 
Ninety-second Street. It ia marble and 
la ten feet long, backed by a grenip of 
five symbolic trees." 

Mias Van Pelt, whose naive youth- 
fulness entirely belles her profession, 
began taking prises almost is soon as 
she de ci ded to become an architect 


She was a Pht Betts Kappa at Vasear 
At Massachusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology she won the Warren Prim of 
the Beau Arte Institute of Design 
Partly on a prim of the American In¬ 
stitute of Architects she went abroad 
and studied at the American School of 
Classical Studies in Athens. 


MEMBER OP FATHER’S FIRM 

Now she is associated with her 
father, John V, Van Pelt, and ta a mem¬ 
ber of the firm he beads. Shs Is draw¬ 
ing plans for a new post office at 
Patchogue, L.I. 

"I do not believe there is such a 
thing aa a woman's point of view ln 
architecture.*' Mies Van Pelt says 
"Them la architecture that la good and 
that la bid. And I have no particular 
desire to erect homes. Almost any 
architect, 1 suppose, would prefer to 
design churches, cathedrals and sky¬ 
scrapers where there la an opportunity 
to be original and one's ideas are not 
hampered by practical concerns." 

VISITORS ARE SURPRISED 

Occasionally she meets difficulties tn 
convincing visitors to the office that 
she is the "man on the Job." These 
misunderstandings, however, are soon 
ironed out.

HOW BIMETALLISM WORKS 
The free coinage of gold and silver 
together Is known aa bimetallism. 

It is necessary, under bimetallism, to 
set up a ratio of value between aUver 
and gold. In the early days of this 
country the ration waa fifteen to one. 
Fifteen ounces of silver were the 
equivalent In value, for coinage pur¬ 
poses, of one ounce of gold. 

In Bryan's famous campaign of 
1896 the Democratic slogan wae "six¬ 
teen to one." If the Democrat* had 
won they would have re-established 
the free coinage of silver at a ratio of { 
sixteen ounces of silver to one of gold. 

Silver had roughly maintained this 
relationship to gold In all the world's 
history, from 3000 B.C. up to the 
World War.

Fossil Sea Water Origin of Salt and Salt Licks

The method by which the rock salt la obtains 
In Ontario differs entirely from that practised l 
England, where it la mined. The great depth c !, 
the Canadian deposits made another metho 
essential.

To quote fror 
one of the Geological Survey Oulde Book*: *T 
drilling the wells, a ten-inch mud casing la drive 
down to the solid rock and forced into the stor.^ 
sufflcently to render the joint watertight. Th^ 
hole la then carried down with a diameter of si 
and a quarter Inches Into the salt beds A ptp 
of the diameter of the hole la extended abov i

exclude the upper salt beds, which are not quit® 
so good aa the heavier lower beds. A three and 
half Inch pipe la placed inside the larger ptr 
and la extended to the bottom of the hole. Wat* 
forced down between the two tubes and is mac 
to ascend the Inner tube after becoming saturate 
with salt. To lift the brine a one-inch air tut 
Is carried down about 600 feet' inside the thn 
and a half-inch pipe. From this tube air 
allowed to escape under a pressure of 350 lb 


denominated "New Red Sandstone" from the 
characteristic color of their rocks. And both salt 
deposits are associated with the red rocks, show¬ 
ing that while the aelt waa being deposited there 
existed desert conditions peculiarly favorable to 
evaporation and precipitation of the salt. 

In neither the Cheshire nor the Steeefurt beds 
are fossils common, and this may be due to the 
fact that in all super-salty waters organic life 
find* existence increasingly difficult. Thu* to 
long a* a way of escape existed we should expect 
to find fossils extremely rare: only ln enclosed 
basins where animals could but perish where they 
were would foeall remains ln any number be likely 
to be found. 

The Ontario salt beds were formed ln the 
Upper Silurian period, and they He above the lime¬ 
stone which forms the edge or lip over which the 
waters of Niagara Falls make their magnificent 
plunge. At Windsor the Saline rocks He a thou¬ 
sand feet below the surface, which la only twenty- 
three feet higher than at Niagara. Associated with 
these salt beds are red marls, which tell of the 
arid conditions under which the salt was evapor¬ 
ated. The general opinion of geologists has been 
that the beds were formed as In the Cheshire and 
Stasafurt fields by the cutting off of part of the 
shallow epicontinental sea by a bar over or 
through which a supply of aalt water furnished 
material without making up the lose by evapora¬ 
tion. But of late there is a tendency to find the 
origin of the salt ln the Niagara and earlier rocks 
In which It had been stored up by the same pm- j 
cess of evaporation. Thl* aalt waa later leached 
out and redeposlted ln a dralnlees lake basin of 
tha type of Great Salt Lake and ln an arid or 
desert climate. This, of course, only removes tha 
origin of the salt back a step, and the fact re¬ 
mains, that the Canadian salt of our tables la a 
fossil product of Upper Silurian seas deposited 
either directly or Indirectly where It now lies In 
southern Michigan and Ontario and central New 
York. ^ 

TAPPING THE PAST 

The Ontario Balt Fields were first discovered 
In the petroleum boom of 1886 when Samuel 
PUtt bored for oil at Ooderich. The oompany 
he had organized to finance the work became 
fainthearted at 688 feet, so PUtt went on alone 
under the inspiration of a 61,500 bonus for 
reaching a depth of 1.000 feet. At 964 feet he 
struck not oU but rock salt, and when he finished 
the appointed 1.000 (actually 1.010 fast) he was 
five feet below the aalt bed. History relates, 
much to the credit of Platt, that the dispirited 
shareholders experienced a remarkable revival of 
spirits, humbly asked to be reinstated by paying 
up their shares of the cost, and were welcomed 


immemorial, but the salt made by simple evap¬ 
oration la by no means pure. An average 100 
pounds of aes water wUl give about three and a 
half pounds of salt, about half of which u com¬ 
mon salt, the rest being made up of Epsom salts, 
chloride of magnesia, gypsum and small quanti¬ 
ties of almost every soluble substance known' to 
chemists, including gold One consequence of 
this Is that salt evaporated from sea water is 
bitter unless means are taken to remove tha 
foreign matter associated with It. 

BURIED HEAH 

I have often told my readers about the foeall 
Inhabitants of ancient seas. It may interest those 
who are not aware of It that a Urge part of the 
salt on our tables U derived from the ancient 
seas themselves. In soma instances It Is believed 
that salt springs may arise from actual sea water 
existing burled in the earth’s crust# but however 
that may be It U, I think, permissible to aay that 
where the salt of an ancient sea exist* there we 
have a fossil sea ln Just the same way that In 


own people was not to be disdained ln pioneer 
days. Thus 8alt Spring Island owes Its n$me to 
the brine waters at the north end. A similar 
spring at Nanaimo was operated by the Hudson 
Bay Company as a source of supply for a short 
time, but wae soon abandoned. In Manitoba salt 
was for many years obtained from springs on the 
west shores of Lake Wiunlpegoais and Lake Mani¬ 
toba. As early as 1830 salt was manufactured 
there, and the Monkraan Salt Works were carried 
on for about seventy years by the family of the 
original operator and other*. The coming of the 
CP JR. and the consequent easy access to the 
higher grades of salt from the east finally put 
these primitive operations out of business. A 
number of other salt spring areas sre reported 
from Manitoba. So far as 1 know none are com¬ 
mercially used. Balt springs are found ln Nova 
8cotla, New Brunswick, Quebec, Saskatchewan. 
Alberta and the Northwest Territories. In our 
own province they occur in the Prince Rupert and 
Ashcroft districts. 

Next to springs come salt lakes and sallna*. 
the Utter the dry beds of the former. Oreat Salt 
Lake, Utah. U a type on a gigantic scale of 
thousands of bodies of salt water scattered about 
the drier western regions of the continent. In 
some of which, however. Epsom and GUuber salts 
are more conspicuous than common aalt. Salt 
Lake has been estimated to contain no 1cm than 
400,000.000 tons of salt. The Uke extends over 
2.000 square miles and Is only the shrunken 
remnant of a larger body of fresh water 300 miles 
long and 180 miles at Its widest part. Changed 
climatic condition* resulting ln reduced water 
supply have resulted in thU shrinking of surface 
and in Its present salt new, which far exceeds that 
of the sea. In !U briny waters the bather cannot 
do other than float. 

Salt Lake U purely Inland In origin, but the 
CaspUn 8ea, another Urge body of salt water 
enclosed by land, waa in recent times connected 
with the sea. Seals and other marine forms of 
life still Inhabit It. But aa large rivers pour Into 
It It* waters are not ao aalt as those of the sea 
But In an embayment of the CaspUn connected 
with It by only a narrow channel the salinity 
has so increased that even the seaU have deserted 
It.

Noted Island Naturalist 

O N THE prairies In the early days of settlement 
Hit Waa sometimes the traveler's good fortune 
to come upon a salt-lick''—one of those springs 
of salty water that constituted at once a luxury 
and a necessity to the wild grazing anlmaU of the 
lands from Texas to the Arctic. By their vast 
numbers the buffalo predominated at these 
centres, and not only were their trails beaten 
deep into the surrounding soil but their wallow¬ 
ing* In the mud left a record of their presence 
that remained long years after their disappear¬ 
ance. In the state of Kentucky, about twenty 
miles southwest of the city of Cincinnati, one of 
these old salt-licks exists end Is known far and 
wide ae the Big Bone Lick because of the great 
numbers of bones of animals exUtlng and extinct 
that became mired In the boggy ground of the 
springs, and whose skeletons were thus preserved 
But ln other parts of the world salt-licks are 
well-known resorts of wild life and are resorted to 
by hunters on that account. The taste ior salt 
Is by no means confined to anlmaU: human beings 
go to great trouble to secure very small quanti¬ 
ties of th* precious condiment. Livingstone gives 
us in hU "Travels" a key to the reason and at the 
same time explains why some races do not crave 
salt ao much aa others. He found that when de¬ 
prived of salt for several months he waa "plagued 
by a very great longing for milk or meat, and this 
continued as long as he was confined to an ex¬ 
clusively vegetable diet. When he procured a 
meal of flesh, though boiled In perfectly fresh 
rain-water. It tasted as pleasantly saltish as If 
slightly impregnated with aalt. Milk or meat, 
obtained ln however email quantities, removed 
entirely th# excessive longing and dreaming about 
roasted ribs of fat oxen and bowls of cool thick 
milk gurgling from the big-bellied calabashes'* 
Balt, ln fact. U so precious in some regions of 
the world as to become a medium of exchange— 
an Interesting fact In these days when all the 
civilized world is discussing monetary standards. 
Livingstone telU of an African tribe dealing 
largely ln salt produced In great abundance ln 
their country. It U supplied In Urge crystals and 
thus becomes, next to calico, the moet common 


It may bq seen In process In the Bay of San 
Francisco. w»|re the *alt manufacturer# take ad¬ 
vantage of the long rainless summer to evaporate 
the sea water artificially under the heat of a 
southern tun. Oreat Salt Lake U a magnificent 
example, and If It were now slowly depressed and 
covered by successive layers of sediment* we 
should have an exact counterpart of our rock 
salt and brine beds of different ages. For It U 
remarkable that no matter what the geological 
age the salt deposit* of the world are curiously 
alike, thus showing that the condition* under 
which they were formed were similar If not Iden¬ 
tical ln all ages. 

The great deposits, such as those of 8tassfurt. 
Cheshire, th* Sallna beds of Ontario and the ad¬ 
jacent ate tea. and thoac along the northern boun¬ 
dary of the Oulf of Mexico from Texas to 
Louisiana, are plainly the consequence of those 
epicontinental eeaa that I have ln a previous 
article shown to have again and again spread 
across what U now dry Und. In such seas the 
formation of salt-depoelting areas would be com¬ 
paratively easy. It required only the closing off 
of a portion of th# eea ln such a manner that th# 
supply of salt watar did not keep pace with the 
rate of evaporation. And such conditions must 
have arisen ln the comparatively shallow waters 
of the areas that spread across the continental 
blocks. More necessary still, one might sfy. would 
be the provision of conditions of excessive dry- 
nees. That such desert conditions did exist ln 
the past aa they exist to-day ln certain parts of 
the world there U abundant geological evidence 
It has long been recognised that the red color of 
the rocks of certain formations such aa the Old 
Red Sandstone and th# New Red. are due to 
weathering under desert conditions which changes 
by loss of water ln combination the common 
llmonltc or brown Iron to hematite or rad iron. 
Now the salt deposit* of Cheshire are of Trlaaalc 
age. those of 8taeafurt of Permian. Both Per¬ 
mian and Trlaaalc wen at one time together 


impression of a leaf we have the foesils of the 
original organisms. Now the greatest aalt deposits 
of the world are such foaall sea*, and they con¬ 
tain in themselves indubitable proof of their 
origin and history. 

Among the very notable underground salt de¬ 
posits are those of Cheshire In England. These 
are of solid or rock salt, which la mined In th* 
same way aa coal. The Cheshire salt occurs 
mainly In two beds, very pure and from 90 to 
ICO fact thick. It Is often reddish In color from 
small quantities of Iron contained In It. Asso¬ 
ciated with the salt beds are sandstone# end 
clays. and the mark# of ripples of the ancient sea 
and the track*animal* *re *tlU clearly dis¬ 
cernible on these. 

In North Oermany treat salt mine# occur which 
are remarkable for the splendid geological section 
they afford and for the variety .of salt minerals 
found in them. They are Interesting to the 
geologist, too. because they show "annual rings" 
of deposition, similar to thorn found In certain 
Inter-glacial days, and by these It haa been esti¬ 
mated that tha aalt beds of Stasafurt took some 
10.000 years to accumulate or precipitate. More 
than thirty different salts are found in these 
deposits. . 

As Canadians we are naturally chiefly Inter¬ 
ested in our own aalt deposits, which supply a 


whereby a constant flow of brine la Induced 
The brine which thus reaches the surface la rv 
into settling tank* where It Is treated with lln 
and heated with exhaust steam to remove tl 
gypsum.

Sooke’s Burned Lauds in October, Robert Connell 


JY FRIEND Merrlon and I on Saturday were 
, over some of the burnt land that records 
i fire* that have swept the hUlaldea between 
■ Sooke Road and Ocldstream. The area has 
5n depleted of timber almost wholly and th# 
have done what the axe left undone. Aa a 
uit the hillsides are remarkably bare. The grey 
kes of basalt stand up stark and bare and the 
tokened ralica of the forest are scattered about. 
Ifirat glance It la a somewhat melancholy spec- 


mon dark red russula, with rose-tinged whlta 
sulk and white gills; another of the same genus 
is violet thAiughout 1U parts A snowy white 
fungus, resembling the common mushroom in 
•hspe but without s ring about the stem. 1* yery 
attractive in 1U absolute contrast to the dark 
needle-strewn soil in which it grow*. Th# fuogua 
season is evidently getting well under way. 

The seedlings of mlmulus and other spring 
pjant* are up and the ruddy saxifrage has al¬ 
ready got Its flower-bods to readiness for early 
flowering if mild weather continue*. These burnt- 
off areas or bruises are intensely interesting as 
showing with what great rapidity the most barren 
•oils become clothed again in their garments of 
joy. I saw this area Just after lu terrific scorch¬ 
ing when the very moeeee and lichens of the cliffs 
mere licked up.by the flame*. To-day it lc almost 
impossible to realise that scene of desolation in 
face of th# ample restoration Nature has acoom- 
pliaed in two or three years' time. 


bladder-fern, are easily found among the crevices 
and under protecting rock*. Best end rarest of 
all la the rock woodsle, with 1U delicstely-hatry 
and glandular little fronds. Nothing tells better 
the absence of frost than the greenness of the 
bracken, which still lends its tracery to the 
hillsides. 

The decaying trunks and stumps nourish a 
variety of fungus plant*, most of which are very 
pleasing to the eye when closely examined. Thus 
a large cosy bro wn one marked with concentric 
rings end with e coarsely velvety surface la really 
a handsome object. And another which resembles 
In its clustered growth a number of delicate shell 
valves with the concave aide downwards is very 
delightful, the upper aide In shades of pearly gray, 
the under a cream.' white marked by minute 
pores. Still another extend* itself like ribs of 
golden brown parallel to the length of the trunk. 

Under the trees where we lunch several inter¬ 
esting showy-capped fungi grow. ,Cme la the coin¬ 


stems spread themselves over soil end rocks end 
fallen Umber. The leaves are green and fresh 
and the pure white flowers are by far the moat 
plentiful bloeaoms of the burnt land. But not 
only are tbere flowers, but fruit, green, red and 
ripened black is there also. One branch l brought 
home end which la before me as I write bee forty- 
five berries on it, of ell tiaes and stages of de¬ 
velopment. 

The spear or lanoe thistle is too abundant for 


of the bright scarlet and orange fruit has of 
course a definite relation to this abundant dis¬ 
tribution. Perhaps one of the most remarkable 
examples of such distribution is at Albert Head, 
where at the old quarry from which cam# the 
rubbleatone for the breakwater the level floor, cut 
down to bed-rock and covered with only the 
chips and broken atone from the operations of 
the quarrymen, became In a very short time al¬ 
most wholly covered with a thick plantation of 
young arbutus, so thick as to make It difficult 
to force one* way through It. I have not seen 
the place for the last year or two. but I have 
no doubt the little trees have continued to 
flourish ao far aa their crowding permits. The 
arbutus seedlings root deeply, sending down e 
long tap-root so that they are securely anchored 
and difficult to remove. This deepness of root 
enables them to withstand drought in what 
appear to be exceedingly dry soils, assisted as It la 
by-the evaporation-resisting quality of th^thldk 


leathery leaves. Here 1 may say that higher up 
we found a number of seedlings of the mansanlta, 
which also owes 1£ distribution to the taste of 
the birds for Its coppery berries, which ere hardly 
as attractive In appearance or taste, however, aa 
those of Its close but lowly relative the klnnl- 
kinnlk.
